Portsmouth, Ohio. — "Before leer- 
ing bore 1 want to deliver a message 
'to the young men of Portsmouth, or 
any other city," Roy Chamblln. con- 
demned to die in the electric chair on 
February 2^th, said. 

"Tell them for me not to do two 
things, ride freight train, or carry a 
gun. I have done both almont nil my 
life and look where I am today." the 
hiurderer said and tears glUtened In 
bd deep, gray eyes and he hung hla 
head. 

"Yea, for my sake and for God a 
sake tell them my farewell meaBnge. 
1 wlah 1 had never Been a freight train 
or a gun. I never had a chance in thta 
world, but I'll admit I had no bualneaa 
being armed all the time " 

Roy Chamblln, who must expiate 
the murder of John W. Newman and 
Mlaa Louise Doyle In the electric 
chair on the morning of February 
2«h now occupiea a cell In the death 
annex at the Ohio penitentiary. He 
waB delivered to the warden of the 
penitentiary Thuraday morning by 
Sheriff E. B. Rickey and N. & Wi De- 
tective Andy Leslie. They left with 
their priaoner at 7:10 and four houra 
later Chamblln waa in the grim con- 
flnca of the death chamber, there to 
await hla electrocution aa the extreme 
penalty for the killing of Newman and 
Miss Doyle. 

. Chamblln, as he emerged from his 
little drab sell at the county jail to 
begin the first atep of his heath trip, 
presented a aorrowful apectacle. His 
face was drawn, his eyes were heavy 
and apparently he had not slept the 
night before. 

••Well, how do you feel?" Deputy 
Sheriff B. F. Bennett asked Chamblln 
while they were waiting in the lobby 
of the sheriffs office to start for the 

depot . , 

"Well, you know about how I feel. 
Don't ever do anything to get the ex- 
perience I have Just passed through. 
No one knows but me what I have suf- 
fered for the crimes I committed,' 
Chamblln replied.

formation upon which they might be 
enabled to base a closer aearch. 

The body has been photographed by 
the coroner and her photograph will 
be kept on file for use in the event 
he Is enabled within a resonable time 
tc learn of a missing colored woman. 

{'rom the fact that ahe wore several 
ulta ot underwear and several pairs 
of stockings, It Is supposed that she 
was a tramp probably without a home.

STEEL IN CARGO IS 
EXPECTED TO HOLD 
BOAHO BOTTOM 

Sunken Ohio Ritcr Slciucr Is Ex- 
peeted to be Held Where She Sank 
So That She Cun be Raised When 
River Kails Enough. 

The muddy waters of the Ohio River 
rose two feet nine Inches; Friday and 
covered the hull of the Ill-fated Chllo, 
which sank a hair miles below Dam 
No. 35 at Now Richmond, O., Thurs- 
day night. 

A. M. Stanford, lock master at tho 
dam. said Friday night that the river 
was rising at the rate of two-tenths of 
a foot per hour and that the hull of 
the Chllo already was under the sur- 
face of the water. 

Twenty minutes after the CMlO 
struck a guide wall of tho dam. about 
one hundred feet from the Kentucky 
shore Thursday night, the steamer 
*ank to the bottom of the river, leav- 
ing two and a half feet of her hull 
above the surface. With the packet 
sank a cargo worth approximately 
$50,000. All on board were saved. 

Mrs. Greene, wife of Captain Gordon 
C. Greene, owner of the Chllo nnd 
General Manager of the Greene Line 
racket Company, said Friday that a 
low estimate would place the value of 
'he cargo at 160,000, and that the boat 
COuld not be duplicated for less than 
136,000. Thus the total loss was about 
*S5,0ft0. 

There was no insurance on the 
1 chllo. according to Mrs. Greene. She 
I said that her husband had dlscontin- 
: ued the insurance on all of his boats 
\ several years ago because of the high 
rates charged by insurance companies 
On the packet was a heavy conslgn- 
; ment of steel, which Captain Jack 
', Ward, who was In command of the 
; boat when she sank, believes will hold 
t until the water in tho river goes 
down and It can bo raised. The boat 
Is fastened securely to the shore with 
lines and chains and it Is bolieved

The drugs which, in 
a generation past, were employed for 
tbe "treatment" (not cure) of typhoid 
fever would, alone, have kept one of 
the old-time apothecaries busy In any 
community. So depesrate and so long 
an Illness makes it difficult, even now, 
not to employ many medicines to bol- 
ster the courage of the well, evjn 
when they seem of doubtful value to 
the sick. 

The actual laboratory testing of 
drugs, with tho failure of most of 
them to live up to their reputation, 
has, of course, greatly reduced the 
wrltlns of elaborate precriptlons, and 
sent n whole host of drugs into obliv- 
ion, though their names and histories 
and suggestion of their supposed mag- 
ical virtues are still preserved in that 
monument of medicinal ignorance — 
the pharmacopoeia.

— Responding to 
an urgent appeal from Herbert Hoo- 
cr that Southern Baptists aid In the 
relief of Russia by furnlshuig food 
and clothing to the suffering Baptists 
o (that country, Dr. J. R Lore, secre- 
tary of the Foreign Mission Board of 
the Southern Baptist Convention, an- 
nounces that Board has set In motion 
machinery that he hopes will result 
In tho provision of a shipload of cloth- 
ing fo rthe suffering Russian Baptists 
within the next few weeks, by the lo- 
cal churches of the South. The Amer- 
ican Relief Administration will trans- 
port the clothing without cost and 
will furnish food from Its supplies :it 
actual cost. 

It has been Impossible heretofore 
for the Baptists of America to get in- 
to intimate contact with their spirit- 
ual kinsmen of Russia, of whom there 
were 1,000,000 at tho outset of tho war. 
but the decision of Southern Baptists 
to enter Russia as a mission field has 
heightened the interest of tho local 
churches of this section In the welfare 
of oil the Russian people. 

I.-ist winter Southern Baptists sent 
$100,000 worth of clothing and a simi- 
lar amount in cash to the sufferins 
families of Kungard, a new mission 
field, and inasmuch as the number of 
people affected and the Intensity of ; 
the suffering are much greater In 1 
Russia than they ever wer in Hun- 
gary and other countries of Central 



Europe, Secretary l»vo hopes the re- 
sponse of Southern Baptist* to the ap- 
peal of Russia will |,c corresponding- 
ly larger. 

Duo to the agreement at the outset 
if the 75 million cniupuigu that no 
special collections would be conduct- 
ed doing the life of tho campaign for
